We formed in late 2014, the initial spark came from Dave, our old guitar player. He just came 
back to Berlin after being away for a few years and he wanted to form a band. He met Felix, 
our bass player, at a party and asked him if he wanted to join. Then he asked me if I wanted 
to sing and if I knew of a drummer. So I called Gert and we started to rehearse. We played our 
first show in September 2015. After two EPs Dave left the band in 2016 due to lack of time and 
we asked Mac if he wanted to take over. That’s the line-up we have since then. 

Our first EP “aghet” came out in 2015 on Lionheart Records, followed by the 2016 EP “iron & 
blood” on Contra Records. In 2018 we released our album “the beast”, again on Contra with some 
extra support from Longshot Music.
